[nt Sentiment and Opinion. So that if by this 
word Allegiance were meant the acknowledging of 
their Ticle ; put it into plain Language, and ob- 


'krve how harſh and improper it would be. viz, I 
A, B, Do ſincerely promiſe, it is my Sentiment 


and Opinion ; That King Filliam and Queen Mary 
havea juſt and lawful Title. Where *tis evident, 
that had this Oath been framed to eſtabliſh the King 
and Queen's Title, the word ſhould have been D

ſtice of their own Proceedings. Burt private Perſons 
need not trouble theit heads about Titles. *Tis ſuf: 

ficient for ſuch ro know ; Thar King William and 
Queen Mary are de fatto King and Queen; And 

therefore, by the Laws and Statutes of this Real, 
there is an Allegiance due to them.
